May it please youb Majesty— 

I have the honour of submitting to Your Majesty the following 
Report on Queen’s College, Cork, for the Academic Session 
1887-88, in compliance with a provision of the Act of Parliament 
founding the Queen’s Colleges in Ireland (8 and 9 Vic., c. 6, s. 20), 
and in accordance with the College Statutes. 

The chair of Mathematics, vacated by the promotion of 
Professor Malet to the post of Assistant Commissioner of Inter- 
mediate Education, as I notified in my last Report, was filled by 
your Majesty’s appointment of Arthur H. Anglin, LL.D., &c., &c., 
a former student of the College, a mathematician of distinction, 
author of numerous papers on pure mathematics, published in the 
chief mathematical publications of these countries and the 
Continent. Lieut.-CoL Jenney, retired, to whom I referred in my 
last Report as performing temporarily the work of Bursar, has 
been appointed to that office. 

The observations which I felt bound to make in my last Report 
on the chaotic and helpless condition of the schools of Munster 
apply equally well now as then. The hopes that some entertained 
that the labours of the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Com- 
mission would lead to the establishment of a few real Grammar 
Schools in Munster, have not, as might indeed have been 
anticipated, been fulfilled. It is a Commission for settling the 
rival claims of the clergy of different religious denominations to 
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Report of the President 

such endowments as exist, and thus withdrawing them as tar 
as possible from the purview of future real educational 

^Under the Queen’s University the Matriculation Examination of 
the College counted as a University Examination, and all students 
who passed it were deemed Matriculated Students of the Queen’s 
University. The Royal University, on the other hand, recognizes 
only its own examinations, so that all students who propose to 
graduate in that University must pass its Matriculation Examina- 
tion which we accept in lieu of our own. If all our students were 
also students of the Royal University it would not be necessary to 
continue holding an Entrance Examination of our own. A con- 
siderable number of students, chiefly Engineering students, who do 
not care to get a degree, and many Medical Students, who propose 
to obtain their medical qualifications from non-university licensing 
bodies, frequent the College. For these we still hold an Entrance 
Examination. The number attending this examination fluctu- 
ates from year to year, and cannot be compared with the 
former Entrance Examination under the Queen’s University. 
Although the number of candidates at our Entrance Examinations 
is now necessarily much diminished we have not lowered the 
standard, but rather indeed raised it as the proportion of rejections 
to passes shows. 

At the Entrance Examination in October and the supplemen- 
tary examination, 26 candidates presented themselves (of whom 
1 had also passed the matriculation examination of the Royal 
University) ; of these 9 passed, and 17 were rejected , 11 
students were admitted on the matriculation examination of the 
Royal University, and 15 from other Universities and Colleges, 
making in all 65 new matriculated students ; 12 also entered as 
non-matriculated students, so that the total number of new 
students was 77. The total number of students on the books of 
the College for the session was 217, of whom 234 were matricu- 
lated, and 13 non-matriculated. 

In the Appendix (A., pp. 11 to 15) I have given the usual 
detailed statistical information about the College, to which I refer 
for all further numerical details. 



Discipline. 

Discipline has been very well maintained. The presence of 
ladies among the students has, I think, contributed in some 

measure to this excellent result. , 

As I anticipated in my last Report, Berkeley Ilall has been 
filled during the Session, and has proved a great boon to the 
students in residence. Its great success should encourage the 
extension of Collegiate Halls. One of the great wants of the 
College is a Hall affording free rooms for all Laboratory and other 
assistants, and all students engaged in teaching, so as to gradually 
create tutorial institutes for the encouragement of the study of 
Ancient and Modern Languages, Mathematical and Physical 
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Sciences, &c., under the direction of the respective Professors of 
those subjects. I had hoped ere this to have supplied this press- 
ing want. I regret, however, that the prospect of doing so, once so 
promising, must for the present, at all events, be laid aside. 



Library, Museums, Laboratories. 

Library . — The fitting up last year of the Geological Lecture 
Room with cases for books has for the present relieved the pres- 
sure on the Library, and enabled us to put it in order ; but, as I 
pointed out in my last Report, the relief thus gained is only 
temporary, and immediate steps should be taken to provide a 
new Library. 

Museums . — Owing to the many other pressing claims on our 
limited funds, it is only this year we are in a position to purchase 
the necessary typical objects without which we could not com- 
plete the proper scientific arrangement of our Mineralogical and 
Geological Museum. 

The other Museums are in good order, and some additions have 
been made to them by donation and purchase during the year. 

Laboratories — Physical and Engineering Workshops . — Good 
progress has been made in fitting up our workshops, and I trust we 
shall be in a position to afford Engineering students and such 
others as may require a knowledge of the use of tools, the 
measurement of electricity, light, &c., ample opportunity of doing 
so. Our workshops are small, but whenever a new Chemical 
Laboratory shall have been built, the rooms now occupied by 
the Chemical Department will afford excellent accommodation 
for a proper Physical Laboratory and Engineering Museum. 

Pathological Laboratory and Preparation Room .— In my 
Report for the Session 1886-87, I stated that the room set 
apart as a preparation room for the Anatomical and Pathological 
Museum was being fitted up so as to serve also as a Pathological 
Laboratory, This work has been completed, and the chief 
appliances and apparatus provided for making chemical and 
histological investigations of pathological substances, and 
bacteriological studies. The room is small, so that only small 
classes can be accommodated ; but it will probably suffice for 
the present. 

Physiological Laboratory . — Physiological Laboratory work has 
so developed within the last few years that our Laboratory, which 
was the first of its kind in Ireland, is no longer large enough 
for the class. If a special place for histology were built so as 
to allow the present laboratory to be devoted exclusively to 
experimental physiology, the want of room now so much felt 
would be remedied. This improvement could be made at a 
small cost.

Biological Laboratory . — Since this Laboratory was built prac- 
tical Biology has been introduced into the curriculum of the 
Koyal University, so that instead of a class of four students for 
which the place was constructed, during the past session there 
were no less than twenty students working in the Laboratory. 
An enlargement of the room for dissection and microscopical 
work has consequently become a pressing necessity. 

Chemical Laboratory .— In successive Annual Reports I have 
pointed out the necessity for a new Chemical Laboratory. I 
need not repeat here the grounds upon which I based my claim, 
except to say that the present Laboratory was constructed for 
thirty-two students, and that the class in Practical Chemistry 
during last Session numbered eighty-six. I may also add that 
the place occupied by the present Chemical Department is re- 
quired for the fitting up of a proper Physical Laboratory. I wish 
also to point out that owing to the large class of ordinary 
students there is no room for the most important of all Chemical 
Students— those who propose to devote themselves exclusively to 
Chemistry as a profession. 



CRAWFORD OBSERVATORY. 

Sir Howard Grubb, F.E.S., is engaged in making the necessary 
changes in our Equatorial Telescope to enable us to take part in 
the project of mapping the stars by photography, to which I 
referred in last year’s Report, and for which Mr. W. H. Crawford 
has generously undertaken to provide the necessary funds. 



Botanic Garden and Plant House. 

The Botanic Garden and Plant House are in beautiful condi- 
tion. We have gradually gathered together an excellent teaching 
collection of plants. We labour, however, under the great dis- 
advantage of not having a Propagating House, and of having to 
cultivate succulent plants requiring dry warm air in a very moist 
atmosphere. Plans for a proper Propagating House, and a small 
house, or rather compartment, 'for succulent plants, were prepared 
and tenders obtained for their erection several years ago ; but 
nothing came of my application. I trust, however, that some- 
thino- may be done before my next Report. 

While the plants in the Central or Palm House were compara- 
tively small scaffolding could be erected to enable painters to 
paint the upper part of the interior, without any risk of injuring 
the plants. Now that the plants have grown large, this ex- 
pensive and clumsy method can no longer be adopted. It will be 
necessary to erect a light gallery, similar to the external one, 
which affords such facilities for getting on the roof for painting, 
&c., without the necessity of erecting any scaffolding. Such a 
o-allery would also afford means of examining and studying the 
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growth of the tall plants. A plan of such a gallery was prepared 
two years ago, and an estimate of the cost obtained, but nothing 
has been done about it since, though included each year in my 
Schedule of Fitments, &e. I earnestly hope that provision will 
be made in next year’s estimates for its erection before the next 
internal painting. 



The Medical School. 

The hope expressed in my last "Report respecting the enlarge- . 
meat of the Teaching Staff of the Medical School is still 
unfulfilled. This is a matter of pressing importance which has 
occupied the serious attention of the Corporate Body, who have 
drawn up a memorial on the subject which it is intended to 
present to Your Majesty’s Government.
